Joint Council for the federation held an interview with 
the Minister of Finance, Mn Douglas Abbott, last May, 
Mr. AW30tt at that time emphasized the importance of 
public opinion as to the desirability of the five-day 
week for civil servants^ /'}' : 

V Some areas, Toronto, Montreal and Ottawa, already 
have the five-day week. According to Mr. Abbott, his 
officers have been preparing data on the five-day week 
so that the question epuld * be raised with the cabinet 
this fall- It would appear that it is only a matter of 
time before the five-day we e k will be implemented 

throughout Canada. 

The first question which comes to mind concerns 
the increased cost to the country, The Workers thenn 
selves say the establishment of the ^f fve-day week will 
probably result in small increases in operating expenses 
for a few sections of t It e government, particularly 
where continuous operation is involvcil. Post offices 
and customs offices are examples of departments where 
it is not practicable to have year-round five-day week 
without more staff or costing more money. 

V The five-day week the year round, however, is 
advantageous to both employer and employee, represen- 
tatives of the Staff Side of the National Joint Council 
say. The objective can be reached in many departments 
without Increasing staffs; statistics sbow that the five- 
day week is predominant in three quarters of all "the 
large industries; numerous benefits in a longer weekend 
will undoubtedly result In greater individual off iciency 
during the condensed working week, they say.

We 
should be aware of the danger 
of trying to keep so rich a land 
ail to ourselves. Our moral 
sense urges us to provide sanctu- 
ary and opportunity." 

This latter seems to this 
reader . to symbolize an import- 
ant decision (realistically in 
alignment with today's needs 
and tomorrow's) and seems to 
put tho powerful prestige of the 
nation's business, leadership be- 
hind Canada's aim of a more ap- 
propriate population in this wide 
and favored but dangerously 
empty land. 

It is good to learn that ex- 
perts, for once, are describahle 
as "unanimous" as to the mini- 
mum annual inflow.
